FORMER SLAVE DIES 


John Colley, died at the Franklin 
County almshouse Monday morning. 
Jack, as he was known by everybody 
there, was born a slave in Milledge­ 
ville, Ga. 
When tTie war broke out 
his young master, Capt. William E. 
Colley, entered the Confederate ser­ 
vice in the 19th Georgia Infantry and 
Jack followed his master through all 
the campaigns of Lee’s Army, finally 
coming to Gettysburg with him. A f­ 
ter the battle of Gettysburg the cap­ 
tain entrusted his personal belongings 
to Jack and started him back to Vir­ 
ginia. On that fateful and horrible 
night described so eloquently by Gen. 
Imboden and known as the 
Retreat 
from Gettysburg, Jack was captured 
at Cetrfoss Cross Roads by 
Captain 
Dahlgren, 
and was taken westward 
through Mercersburg over the moun­ 
tains to Fulton County. He returned 
to Franklin County, and shortly 
af­ 
ter enlisted in 
Co. F, 
46th U. S. 
Colored Troops, where he served for 
a year and was finally mustered out 
on the 
30th 
of September, 
1866.

OF WHEAT PRODUCTS WEEKLY 


Military Necessity Calls For Greater Sacrifice Here— Allied War 
Bread Mutt Be Maintamed— Our Soldiers and 
Sailors to Havo Full A llow ance 


If we ape to furnish the AlHen with the necessary proper 
tfon of wheat to maintain their war bread from now until the 
nett harvest* and th it} is a military necessity, we must reduce 
oar monthly consumption to 21,0Q0,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 60 per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa­ 
tion aa set forth by the U. S. Food Administration at Washing­ 
ton. Reserving a margin for distribution to the army and for 
special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
IV2 pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration's statement continues: Many of*our consumers 
are dependent upon bakers* bread. Such bread must be durable 
and therefore, requires a larger proportion of wheat products 
than cereal breads baked in the household. Our army and 
navy require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our population 
can make greater aacrifices in the consumption of wheat 
products than -'can the poor. 
In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun­ 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and industrial populations. 
With improved transportation conditions we now have avail­ 
able a surplus of potatoes. We also have in th e spring months 
a surplus of milk, and we have ample com and oats for human 
consumption. The drain on rye and barley, as substitutes, has 
already greatly exhausted the supply of these grains. 
To effect tho needed saving of wheat cent, of ilia average monthly amount 
wo ar* wholly depemlent upon the 
voluntary assistance of the American 
people and we ask that the following 
rule* shall be observed: 
L Householders to use not to exceed 
a total of IU pounds per week of 
wheat product# per parson. 
This 
means not more than 1% pounds of 
Victory bread containing the required 
percentage of substitutes and one-half 
pound of cooking flour, macaroni, 
crackers, paltry, pies, taken, wheat 
breakfast cereals, all combined. 
2. Public eating places snd clubs to 
observe two wheaties* days per week, 
Monday and Wednesday, as at present. 
In addition thereto, not to serve to 
any one guest at any one meal an 
aggregate of breadstuffs, macaroni, 
crackers, pastry, pies, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, containing a total 
of more than two ounces of wheat 
flour. No wheat products to be serve*! 
unless specially ordered. 
Public eat­ 
ing establishments not to buy more 
than fix pounds of wheat products for 
each ninety meals served, thus con­ 
forming with the limitations requested 
of tbs householders. 
8. Retailers to sell not more than 
oce-eightb of a barrel of flour to any 
town customer at any one time und 
not more than one-quarter of a barret 
to any country customer at any one 
time, and lo no case to sell wheat 
prodocta without the sale of an equal 
weight of other cereals. 
4. Wa ask the bakers and grocers to 
reduce the volume of Victory bread 
■old, by delivery of the three-quarter 
pound loaf where one pound was sold 
before, and corresponding proportions 
In other weights. We also ask bakers 
not to Increase the amount of their 
wheat floor purchases beyond 70 per 


purchased Id the four months prior lo 
March I. 
5. Manufacturers using wheat prod- 
‘ucts for non-food p a ris e s should 
cob re such use entirely. 
6. There Is no limit u|»on the use of 
other cereals, flours, and meals, corn, 
burley, buckwheat, potato flour, et 
cetera. 
Many thousand families throughout 
the land are now using no wheat prod­ 
ucts whatever, except a very small 
amount for rooking purpose*, and are 
doing so In perfect health and satisfac­ 
tion, 
There is no reason why ai! of 
the American people who are a b l e to 
cook In their own households cannot 
subsist perfectly well with the use of 
less wheat products than one and one- 
half pounds a week, and we specially 
ask the well-to-do households In the 
country to follow this additional pro­ 
gramme In order that we may provide 
the necessary marginal supplies foe 
those parts of the community less able 
to adapt themselves to an large a pro­ 
portion of substitutes 
In order flint we shall he able to 
1 make the wheat e x e rts that ore ab­ 
solutely demanded of us to maintain 
the civil population and soldiers of the 
allies and our own army, we propose 
to supplement the voluntary conjura­ 
tion of the public by a further limita­ 
tion of distribution, and we shall place 
at once restrictions on distribution 
which will be adjusted from time to 
time to secure as nearly equitable dis­ 
tribution as possible. With the arrival 
of harvest we should be able to relax 
such restrictions. 
Until then we ask 
for the necessary patience, sacrifice 
and cooperation of the distributing 
trade*.

ARMY RIFLES ON 


GIGANTIC SCALE 


More Than 40,000 Weekly Are 
Turned Out Here. 


RUNNING AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 


Production lo Four Timoo Greater 
Than British Output After That 
Country Had Been In War Sams 
Length of Time—Profit by Expert- 
once of Our Aide*-—New Model Big 
Improvement Over British Arm. 


By JAME8 H. COLLINS. 
(From tht Committee on Public Informs* 
Hon.) 
When the ordnance deportment an­ 
nounced recently that Its production 
of rifles had passed the 40,000 mark 
weekly, the statement was news to the 
geuerul public, bringing both surprise 
and .relief. 
To the ordnance officers 
in charge of sinuil-arius production, 
however, 
these 
figures 
represented 
simply the attainm ent of a production 
that had been planned months before 
—an important detail in the war pro­ 
gram foreseen and provided for—Just 
another Item in the vast work of prep­ 
aration, which was running on sched­ 
ule and a little ahead. 
By now the 
production of rifles will have reached 
the 500,000 mark weekly, and by July 
I our army will have 1,2(10.000 modi tied 
Enfield rifles, officially known as the 


t i . S. rifle, model of 1917, aud 700,000 
new Springflelds of the standard U. 
S. army type, known as the U. 8. rifle, 
model of 1903. 
Eveu if C ode Ham's 
own arsenals stop making rifles to­ 
morrow. our private manufacturers 
would be able to provide wastage for 
several armies of 1,500.000 men. 
He­ 
aves, It baa over 300,000 rifles for drill 
‘purposes. 
Th ta production Is four times great; 
er than the British output after a year 
of war and twice as large as the Brit­ 
ish output after two and one half 
years of war. 
lf Is a larger produc­ 
tion thun bus ever been achieved by 
any country In a similar period, aud 
It menus more than adequate supply 
for ail of our soldiers now In France 
and in training here. 
For we have a 
production capacity for creating, in 
due time, a reserve of rifles at the 
rate of 200,000 monthly, providing for 
an Increase in our army, if necessary, 
at the rate of 18 war-atreugth di­ 
visions of approximately 27,000 sol­ 
diers each month, us approximately 
only 50 per cent of the troops In a di­ 
vision' are armed with the rifle. 
Back o f this achievem ent there are 
two interesting fortes. 
First comes 
the Industrie I story of rifle production 
Iii such large quantities—-the careful 
f’edeslgniug of the standard British 
Oilfield rifle lo take Springfield am­ 
munition; aint. second, the story of 
the superiority of the Springfield rifle 
over those used by all ether umiles, 
including the German Mauser. 
Could Not Make Army Rifles. 
When war came to Europe In 1914 
not a single firearms manufacturer In 
the United States had equipment or 
workmen for making army rifles. Only 
the government arsenals at 
Spring- 
Held. Mass., and Rock Island, ll!., were 
capable of making anything better 
than sporting arms. 
The difference between a sporting 
rifle and a modern army rifle is great. 
Sporting rifles are sold to single pur­ 
chasers as a rule and call for little 
exactitude in the interchangeability of 
parti, 
lf something breaks on the 
•porting rifle, the owner sends It back 
to IU factor* lo bo repaired... An 


army rifle, however, must he rigidly 
Interchangeable In all Its parts, so that 
pieces of mechanism of one rifle can 
he used to repair another In the field. 
Its parts must be machined to toler­ 
ance of one one-thousandth of an inch. 
This calls for exact and expensive 
gauges in large quantities. 
The Springfield 1003 Is composed of 
about IOO different parts, and the car­ 
tridge-receiving mechanism, Including 
the bolt, alone requires 120 gauges for 
Its manufacture. 
These gauges can 
only he mode by expert toolmakers, of 
whom there are only s limited number 
In flu* United States, and the magni­ 
tude of the problem Is realized when 
one knows flint thousands of duplicate 
guuges m ust, be made to equip ma­ 
chinists abd Inspectors for large quan­ 
tity production. 
First, there must ba 
what Is known os a 
grandmaster 
gauge, flawless in Its dimensions. The 
grandmaster gauge Is used only to 
check up a number of master gauges 
and these master gauges in turn ore 
relied upon to keep the large number 
of actual working gauges up to the 
standard. 
Not only are tens of thou­ 
sands of gauges required to equip a 
factory for the production of arms 
and ammunition on the modern scale, 
but these gauges must be regularly 
replaced. 
It is estimated that the 
most durable of them become Inaccur­ 
ate after 10.000 to 30,000 parts have 
been tested, and some types of gauges 
require replacement for every 4,000 or 
5,000 parts manufactured. 
Preparing Gauges. 
Nearly a year was spent by private 
manufacturers In this country prepar­ 
ing gauges and 
machine tools to 
manufacture rifles and ammunition 
for the British and Russians, and even 
after actual 
production had begun 
there was trouble with gauges. 
Con­ 
tracts were placed with different con­ 
cerns. each of which undertook to pro­ 
vide its owii gauges from grandmaster 
(Bereft ’ fought from abroad. 
When 
the first munitions were Inspected by 
British und Bussiuu army officers they 
found Inaccuracies sufficient to cause 
rejection, and this necessitated over­ 
hauling ail the separate gouges and 
the provision of more rigid standards 
and a centralized inspection system. 
When Uncle 8am entered the war 
he had more than 500.900 Springfield 
rifles In the hands of troops aud to 
reserve. 
Government arsenal facil­ 
ities were inadequate to provide tbs 
hundreds of thousands of new rifles 
required for training a great army In 
thia country and equipping und pro­ 
viding rifle wastage as troops were 
sent abroad. By that time private fire­ 
arms manufacturers had developed 
facilities for large quantity production 
of the British Cofield rifle, and there 
was the resource of turning out this 
arm in large quantities for training 
purposes dm irig the period of eight 
or ten months while the draft contin­ 
gents were being turned into soldiers. 
The British Enfield rifle uses ammuni­ 
tion different from the United States 
firearm. 
Had there bein no time for 
modifications. American troops might 
have hem trained with the British 
Enfield, using British ammunition, and 
would have been capable soldiers fair­ 
ly well urtned, so far rn the rifle was 


concerned. 
Fortunately, however, our war prep­ 
arations were laid out In the light of 
British experience, allowing sufficient 
time for the training aud equipment 
essential to results In modern war. 
Therefore It wa* possible to not only 
rechamber the Brl ti 
Enfield to take 
standard Springfield i.mntonition, hut 
to materially Improve the British rifle 
and Its manufacture In the light of 
American experience. 
By standardiz­ 
ing the parts so that they would as­ 
semble readily and properly, the pro­ 
d u c t s of the rifle was very greatly 
accelerated and a reasonable degree 
of Interchangeability of parts liable to 
breuk in the field was secured. 
Our 
ordnance experts, backed by private 
manufacturers, have thus been able to 
provide ample quantities of the arm 
known as the United States rifle, 
model of 1017. 
This rifle is not offi­ 
cially known os an Enfield, because, 
although the latter served as Its basis, 
It has been redesigned and given fea­ 
tures which make It virtually a new 
weapon. 
Adopt Enfield Rifle. 
While the number of modern rifle* 
on band at our entrance Into the war 
was nothing like as large as It should 
have been, It was equal to the num­ 
ber of modern rifles which Great Brit­ 
ain had on hand when she entered the 
war In 1914. 
A* the necessary ma­ 
chinery was not available to produce 
sufficient 
quantities 
of 
Springfield 
rifles In a short time. It was decided to 
adopt the British Enfield 
rifle, 
tho 
production of which was iurge In thia 
country und could be tuateriatty In­ 
creased to meet our needs in a aborter 
time than It would require to ralae th t 
output of Springflelds. 
The Springfield rifle was knows to 
he In mu ny resp* cts superior to the 
British rifle. 
The British government 
realized this before the war aud had 
adopted an improved rifle, caliber .276, 
firing a high-pressured cartridge like 
the United States government car­ 
tridge, hut did not have time to make 
them, and hod to retain Its old rifle 
and cartridge. 
Our position, however, was differ­ 
ent. 
An array had to be selected un­ 
der the draft and trained for service. 
which gave us ample time to make Im­ 
provements which the British govern­ 
ment had Intended to make, aud which 
practically placed their rifle, as modi­ 
fied in tills country, on an equal foot­ 
ing with our own. 
The model 1917. United States rifle, 
aa the improved Enfield la called, Is a 
thoroughly trustworthy und reliable 
nrin In every respect, and no appre­ 
hension need be felt when It Is real­ 
ized that it Is a great Improvement 
over the rifle which the British forest 
In Franc# have used so effectively for 
the peat three years and are atm us 
,ni

The nation’s war-raaklng agencies 
have achieved a close harmony of ac­ 
tion through the W ednesday confer­ 
ences at the W hite House, which high 
officials say has speeded the prosecu­ 
tion of the fight for democracy to the 
point of greatest efficiency yet reached. 
Decisions of far-reaching Im portance 
have been m ade by close coutact be­ 
tween 
the 
heads 
of 
the 
various 
branches involved under the guidance 
of President W ilson, who Is said au­ 
thoritatively to have smoothed num er­ 
ous difficulties which might have re­ 
sulted lu delay or friction w ithout a 
m utual understanding readied In con­ 
ference. 
The president 
now virtually has 
two cabinets, the first of which advises 
him on diplom atic and political ques­ 
tions, while the second discusses with 
the chief executive the problem s of 
mobilizing th e industrial powers of 
the nation, without which there could 
he no wur. 
Makeup af th e Second Body. 
The cabinet proper meets every F ri­ 
day. The "w ar cabinet" or "industrial 
cabinet," as It Is coming to be known, 
calls to the W hite House every W ed­ 
nesday, th e director-general of rail­ 
roads. the chairm en of the shipping. 
war Industries aud war trade boards, 
the food adm inistrator and the fuel 
adm inistrator. 
At times when 
the 
navy or arm y has a special problem In­ 
volving Industrial questions Secretary 
Daniels or A cting Secretary of W ar 
Crowell attends. 
The w ar cabinet at no tim e bas 
touched on political questions. 
This 
was learned from a very high source 
AH the w ar cabinet's work bus been 
to further the preparation of America 
to throw her entire resources Into the 
scale against the enemy. So im portant 
bus this work become that the prose- | hastened to repair It. 
clition of the war, except for direction 
of actual m ilitary arid naval move­ 
ments, now Is Intrusted to the little 
group of six men, representing the 
factors necessary to provide the fight­ 
ing men with all they need to br!bg 
victory as quickly as possible. 
Edward R, Stettin!!!*, second assist­ 
ant secretary of war, in charge of nil 
Industrial und commercial aspects of 
the departm ent, may be added to the 
W ednesday conferences because of the 
close connection of his work with that 
of Mr. Baruch of the war industries 
Iwiard and the other member* of the 
w ar cabinet. 
Mr. S tettin g * is regarded 
as a virtual director*of munitions. 
First results of the w ar cabinet’s 
work have become apparent In the 
decision of the w ar Industries board 
to give preference In delivery to IOO 
per cent requirem ents of shipyards for 
steel. 
Mr. Hurley took to the confer­ 
ence detailed 
account* of dem ands 
made on him for tonnage. 
His state­ 
m ent to the conference was prepared 
after frequent consultations with ma­ 
jor General March, chief of stuff. The 
w ar departm ent was said to he well

Food and Fuel Problems. 
Food problems have come In for 
much consideration by the w ar cab­ 
inet. 
Mr. Hoover la understood to 
have received approval for any fu r­ 
ther restrictions on consum ption here 
thut he may deem advisable to enable 
this country to fill its pledges of food 
tv tile allle*. 
Domestic affairs closely related to 
production of war m aterials also have 
come up for discussion, one of the 
most Im portant having been the sup­ 
plying of fuel to New England.
